to the Nineteenth Day ofthe ſaid Moneth of July, at which time We are fully 


reſolved Our faid Parliament ſhall Meet, and that the Members of Obr iaid 
currant Parliament, be not put to unnecefſar Trouble and Charges, We do 
hereby with Advice foreſaid, continue the Adjournment of our lad Parlia- 


ment, from the ſaid Tweltth Day of J»ly next to come, to the ſaid Nine- 


teench Day of the ſaid Moneth: And We do hereby Order and Require all 
the Members of Our ſaid Parliament, to attend the ſaid Nineteenth Day of 
July next, at Edinburgh, in the oſual way, and under the "ne HE COn- 
tained in the ſeveral Ads of Parliament made thereanent, OUR WILL 


IS HEREFORE, and We Charge you ſtritly and Command, that in con- 


tinent, thir Our Letrers ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and 
and to the Mercat-Crofles of the remnant head Burghs of the ſeveral Shires, 


: and Stewartrjes of this Our Ancient Kingdom, and there by open Proclama- 


tion, make Intimation, that Our ſaid Parliament 1s Adjourned, to the ſaid 


Nineteenth Day ofthe ſaid Moneth of IO next. And Ordains theſe Preſents 
to. be Printed.
